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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPEiaNTENDSNT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  of  the  School  District  of  Dor- 
chester. 

I  have  been  with  you  such  a  short  period  of 
time  it  is  difficult  to  write  a  comprehensive  report. 
However,  I  would  like  to  call  some  of  the  following 
things  to  your  attention. 

The  Cheever  School,  altho  it  is  in  fair  con- 
dition, seems  to  me  has  too  few  pupils  grades  one 
through  eight,  to  operate  it  advartagecusly.  la 
spite  of  the  fact  that  Dorchester  :elatively  r-peaking, 
is  1  poor  town,  educaticn  costs  per  pupil  are  almost 
double  what  the  average  cost  is  in  other  New  Hamp- 
shire communities.  I  would  strongly  recommend 
that  sometime  in  the  near  future  the  school  be  clos- 
ed and  the  pupils  transported  on  a  tuition  basis  to 
another  school  district.  At  present  doing  this 
would  probably  save  some  money  for  the  town,  but 
the  primary  importance  is  the  amount  and  the  type 
of  education  that  your  children  are  able  to  get.  When 
all  other  things  are  equal,  children  get  much  "more 
out  of  school  where  each  teacher  has  only  a  limited 
number  of  grades  under  her  control  in  contrast  to  a 
situation  whe'e  one  teacher  has  all  eight  grades. 
In  a  school  situation  such  as  exists  in  Cheever 
School,  it  is  impossible  for  each  child  to  be  given  the 
individual   attention   he   should   have. 

The  textbook  and  scholars'  supply  situation, 
however  is  good.  There  a^e  adequate  materials 
but  there  is  need  for  textbook  revision.  The  basal 
reading  s-'-stem  which  you  have  is  an  excellant  one 
and  this  has  been     implimented  this  fall     by  supple-

mentaiy  books  from  other  basal  systems  which  give 
the  children  more  variety  in  their  reading.  However, 
if  we  are  to  operate  the  school  another  year,  new 
arithmetic  and  language  books  should  be  purchased. 

The  school  will  need  very  little  done  in  the 
way  of  maintenance  for  another  year.  If  it  does  op- 
erate it  would  seem  to  be  wise  to  check  into  the  wa- 
ter situation  and  see  if,  by  hand  pump  or  other 
means,  running  water  could  not  be  installed  in  the 
the  school.  For  sanitation,  convenience  and  other 
factors,  running  water  is  almost  essential  in  the 
school  of  today. 

The  Otis  Quick  Scoring  Mental  Ability  Tests 
have  been  given  all  the  children  in  Cheever  School 
this  Fall,  and  the  battery  of  achievement  tests  will 
be  given  in  the  spring.  .    : 

My  aim  is  to  see  that  each  youngster  gets 
the  besr.  possible  education  from  the  school  funds 
allocated  by  the  district,  and  I  am  at  your  service  for 
advice  or  discussion  of  your  school  problems  at  any 
time. 

I  appreciate  very  much  the  cooperation,  con- 
sideration and  courtesy  given  me  by  your  School 
Board  and  teacher  of  Dorchester.

Explanation   of  Superintendent's  Salary 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953,  requires 
that  school  district  reports  show  the  amount  paid  to 
the  superintendent  as  per  the  following  quotation: 
"REPORTS.  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory 
union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  showing  the 
total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  which  report 
shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  derived  from  the  per 
capita  tax  and  the  amount  paid  directly  by  each 
school  district  in  the  union." 

One  half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is 
pro-rated  among  the  several  school  districts  of  the 
union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One  half 
is  pro-rated  on  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in 
the  schools  for  the  previous  schcol  year  ending  June 
3'Oth.  The  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  No. 
48  during  1953-1954  received  a  salary  of  $5600  made 
up  as  follows:  $2500  paid  from  the  psr  capita  tax, 
$3100  prorated  among  the  several  school  districts. 
Allowance  of  $750  for  travel  within  the  union  was 
also  pro-rated  as  stated  above.
